The City of Columbia had 
filed a brief in the case con- 
tending that segregation was 
necessary for “orderly handling 
of the race problem.” 

10 Years Later. 

The bar on intrastate bus 
segregation came 10 years aft- 
er the Supreme Court struck 
down compulsory separation of 
the races by state law in busses 
crossing state lines. In 1946 the 
court held that separating pas- 
sengers racially on interstate 
busses was an unconstitutional 
burden on interstate commerce. 

The Interstate Commerce 
Commission last Nov. 26 issued 
an order ending segregation on 
interstate trains and busses and 
in waiting rooms used by inter- 
state travelers. 

The National Association fo: 
the Advancement of Colored 
People asked the Supreme 
Court to alfirm the Richmond 
courts decision. The associa- 
tion filed a brief that said: “No 
valid reason exists which war- 
rants maintenance of ‘separate 
but equal’ in intrastate com- 
merce when it has been aban- 
in other areas. The 
truth of the matter is that the 
‘separate but equal’ doctrine 
has been riddled unto death.”

In recent years, the commis- 
sion observed, the United States 
“has entered a new era in vet- 
eran’s benefits.” No longer are 
veterans a minority group with 
severe economic disadvantages, 
the report said. 

“Today, veterans and their 
families are almost half the 
whole population, veterans’ pro- 
grams are the third

Kefauver. In short, the evidence | 
provided by the polls—or so /| 
the Democratic optimists claim | 
—is demonstrably unreliable. | 

2. More reliable evidence is | 
provided by the elections which | 
have taken place since 1952. | 

As one Democrat put it, “The | 
Republicans have lost more | 
electigns under Mr. Eisenhower | 
in the last three years than un- | 
der any Republican President 
in this century, and probably 
in history.” 

Pattern of Success. 


There is some factual basis 
for this extreme statement. The 
Democrats scored a higher pro- 
portion of the popular vote in 
the 1954 congressional election 
than in any off-year election 
since 1934. 

Wherever else you look—the 
special elections (seven out of | 
eight Democratic victories), the 
gubernatorial elections (nine 
governorships won, none lost), 
the state legislatures (500 seats 
won, five lost)—the pattern of 
remarkable Democratic success 
holds. 

3. Further evidence is pro- 
vided by the recent primaries. 

e Democrats compare the 
party vote in 1952 and 1956 
primaries, and claim cause for 
jubilation.

When Army and Notre Dame agreed to end 
their long series of football games, the authori- 
ties did sp on the high and noble ground that 
the affairs had become not so much contests be- 
tween collegiate elevens as occasions for mob 
scenes similar to those seen long ago in the 
Roman Coliseum. 

When it was agreed to resume the series in 
October .of 1957, it also was agreed that the 
games would be played on the grounds of the 
two schools, the first one in Army's little 
Michie stadium.

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Something New in Union Annals 

A labor union that is quite unusual in a num- 
ber of ways is going to do something that.is 
novel in labor annals. The 25sear-old Air Line 
Pilots Association, composed of the 10,500 pilots 
and co-pilots of the 40-odd scheduled air lines, 
is going to cut a $386,848 melon that has grown 
out of dues paid. 

Under a bylaw adopted im 1954, whenever the 
union's annual income runs more than 15 per

What Did Happen to Stalin?

Sudden attempt of Soviet leaders to discredit Josef Stalin, their 
former demigod, startled world; Russian analyst believes Stalin 
was killed by his closest. associates; collective guilt may have 
delayed denunciation by the Kremlin's new collective leaders.

Both Nikita Khrushchev and the So- 
viet “collective leadership” emerge in a 
new light from the secret session of 
the Communist party, congress. 


Here, for the first time, Khrushchev 
publicly labeled Stalin during his. last 
20 years as a killer, responsible for the 
death of the Red army's top command- 
ers and some 5000 officers, without 
trial; a traitor to the Soviet state, who 
saw fit to disregard warnings from Lon- 
don, Washington and his own military 
attache in Berlin 
regarding the com- 
ing Nazi attack in 
1941, a coward, 
who left the de- 
fense of Moscow to 
Marshals Zhukov, 
Konev and Rokos- 
sovsky, although he 
appropriated their 
victory laurels. 

In addition, 
Khrushchev 
charged that Stalin 
had executed hupn- 
dreds of innocents 
and that he was im- 
plicated in the 1934 
murder of Sergei Kirov, Leningrad 
party chief; that he created an atmos- 
phere of fear even among his closest 
comrades-in-arms; and finally that, suf- 
fering from a “plot psychosis,” he was 
preparing a new great purge of Voro- 
shilov, Molotov, etc. 


Downfall of the Demigod 


None of this was news to the anti- 
Communist world or to the peoples held 
in subjugation by the Communist party. 
What was unexpected was Khrushchev’'s 
toppling, before a meeting of 1355 
Stalinists, of the demigod they had wor- 
shipped for 20 years. 


Political analysts try to find explana- 
tions in the intra-party struggle, the 
increased role of the army, Marshal 
Zhukov’s greater influence, the new ap- 
proach in Moscow’s foreign policy—its 
“peaceful” economic competition and 
its bid for greater international “respec- 
tability.” 

My.ownm view cannot yet be proved 
beyond a reasonable doubt, but it is 
backed by formidable evidence. I be- 
lieve that Stalin was killed by his clos 
est associates. 


Immediately after his death, Franz 
Borkenau was. among those who sug- 
gested that Stalin’s comrade’s ‘helped” 
him to die. Evidence in support of 
this supposition was the mysterious dis- 
appearance of Stalin's chef du cabinet, 
Alexander N. Poskrebyshev, and the 
sudden deaths of Maj. Gen. Peter Ko- 
synkin of the Kremlin Guard and of 
Mitin, a “worker” in the party central 
committee.

Such a procedure would be fully in 
keeping with Bolshevik tradition. After 
the Tsar and his family were assassinat- 
ed in July 1918, all the assassins either 
were exterminated or disappeared. 
When it came time for Yagoda, the 
famed hatchet man met a similar fate 
at the hands of Yezhov, who in turn 
was conveniently eliminated by Beria. 


Name Disappears From Pravda 


Mutual responsibility in murder pro- 
duced the “collective leadership.” The 
members of Stalin's old Politburo were 
shackled together. For three years, 
they debated what to do about the 
Stalin “myth”: divergence of opinion 
made action impossible. January 23, 
1956, was the last time Stalin’s name 
appeared in Pravda; the old leader was 
now thoroughly in disgrace. Khrush- 
chev opened the twentieth party con- 
gress, the first without Stalin, by a 
speech referring only once to Stalin, 
and that im the same “breath with 
Klement Gottwald and Kyushi Tokuda. 


Anastas Mikoyan launched the full- 
scale attack against Stalin; then 
Khrushchev carried the ball with his 
starting revelations. 

Why did the Soviet clique decide to 
lay its cards on the.table at this time? 
And why did Khrushchev shoulder the 
‘task of confessing Stalin's sins? 


Most Unusual Outcries 


In all probability, Khrushchev him- 
self volunteered for the assignment, 
realizing that if anyone else took up 
the ofmerous responsibility it would be 
interpreted as an attack against the 
present leadership and, first of all, 
against the position of the party first 
secretary. Khrushchev must have pre- 
ferred to appear before the comrade 
delegates of the twentieth congress as 
the frank, honest and sincere exponent 
of a “new order.” (Malenkov re- 
marked, while visiting Sir Anthony 
Eden: “The past is not always the same 
as the future.”) 


Khrushchev's confessions were met 
wiih significant exclamations from his 
audience: “Why did you tolerate him 
so long? .. . Why didn’t you kill him?” 

These outcries were most unusual. 
According to firmly established prece- 
aent, delegates never disagree with the 
leadership. Were these exclamations 
of indignation prearranged in order to 
justify the dethronement of Stalin? 

If so, if it is only a matter of time

The idea of individual rights 


and liberties granted under God 
rather than under any secular 
authority is the unique message 
the Western world is bringing 
to the rest of mankind, Bishop 
Fulton J. Sheen of New York. 
noted Catholic theologian and 
lecturer, said here last night. 
Addressing a gathering of 
about 9700 persons at Kiel 
Auditorium convention hall, 
Bishop Sheen declared that the 
West is giving the East “some 
concept of democracy in the 
real sense of the word.” in con-

Communism, he said. {s the 
West's “own evil child.” origi- 


nating from “the cheap, deistic 
thinking of the Western world 


in the Eighteenth and Nine- 
teenth Centuries.” 
“When we get Communism 


on aw holesale basis from Rus- 
sia,’ he added, “we are getting 
back something we retailed to 
Russia earlier.” 

Bishop Sheen, who is national 
director of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith. the 
Catholic missions agency, spoke 
about the persecution of Cath- 
olic clergy and laymen in Rus- 
sia and China, where, he said. 
a new kind of martyr—a “dry” 
martyr—has appeared. : 

These are the victims of the 
Chinese Communist “brainwash- 
ing’ techniques, who are killed 
“by torture and exhaustion” but 
without bloodshed, he said, in 
contrast to what he termed the 
“wet” martyrs of other eras 
who shed their blood for their 
faith 

In China, he said, “the church 
is not functioning as an organi- 
7ation. What is remarkable is 
its endurance under persecu- 
tion.” In 1949, there were 8500 
Catholic missionaries in China. 
he said, adding that now there 
are but 13, of which two are 
bishops, one in prison and the 
other under house arrest 

Bishop Sheen said that in the 
Russian concentration. camps, a 
new group of Christians had ap- 
peared which typifies the Rus- 
sian tradition of community 
guilt and expiation. 

These prisoners volunteer to 
receive the punishment of oth- 
ers, in the belief that by so 
doing, they will diminish the 
amount of hatred in the world,

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BUDGET BUREAU 
TO TRY AGAIN 
MEMORIAL FUND 


Will Send New Request 
to Congress If Con- 
ferees Reject Ap- 
propriation.

WASHINGTON, April 23—lIf 
necessary, the Bureau of the 
Budget will make a new at- 
tempt in this session of Con- 
gress to obtain federal funds 
for a start on the St. Louis 
riverfront memorial project, the 


Post-Dispatch was told today. 

The move will put the weight 
of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion behind backers of the vr 
ect who have suffered two - 
ous reverses in their efforts to 
secure approval of a $3,000,000 
appropriation for preliminary 
work on the memorial. 

A top-ranking official of the 
bureau said another request 
for the money would be sent 
to Congress if the appropriation 
now under consideration is re- 
jected by a Senate-House con- 
ference committee. 

Could Be in Fund Bill. 

A new request, he said, could 
be included in a supplemental 
appropriation bill for the fiscal 
year 1957 which starts next July 
1. It is virtually certain that 
some additional funds for vari- 
ous government activities will 
have to be sought in a supple- 
mental measure before Con- 
gress adjourns, he said. 

A Senate-House conference 
committee is working on differ- 
ences in a supplemental appro- 
priation bill for the current fis- 
cal year which ends June 30. 
This measure includes the St. 
Louis funds, 

Some thought had been given 
by supporters of the bill, in the 
event the conference committee 
threw out the $3,000,000 project, 
to have it included in an amend- 
ment to the Interior Department 
Appropriation bill for 1957. 
However, that bill, already 
passed by the House, is sched- 
uled to come to a vote in the 
Senate today, whereas the con- 
|ference committee probably will 
not meet again until tomorrow. 
| Therefore, inclusion of the 

memorial funds in a supple- 
mental appropriation bill for 
fiscal 1957, as suggested by the 
Budget Bureau official, might 
offer the best chance of suc- 
'cess if the conference commit- 
tee kills the request.

Because the bill's Congres- 
sional supporters waited until 
the national budget was bal- 
anced, as required by the bill 
authorizing the memorial, the 
Budget Bureau considers the 
appropriation justified, he said. 
He added that he had heard 
of no opposition to the project 
and was at a loss to understand 
the difficulties it had encoun- 
tered in both the Senate and 
ouse. 


STUNT-FLYING OLD PLANE

Room Air Conditioners. 


RETTY SOON now it should 

get pretty warm and when 

it gets warm, most people 
start figuring ways to keep cool. 
Now, one the best ways to 
keep cool in summer is to in- 
stall a room air conditioner in 
your home, and there are a 
good many on the market these 
days to choose from. 

Air conditioners for rooms 
are usually sized either by the 
ton or horsepower, A ton of air 
conditioning is roughly equiva- 
lent to the amount of cooling 
you'll get from a ton of ice 
melting in 24 hours. A %-ton 
room air conditioner is sup- 
posed to give the same degree 
of cooling as a % ton of ice 
melting in 24 hours. Horsepow- 
er is more or less equivalent to 
the ton. A one-horsepower unit 


‘is roughly equal to a one-ton 


unit. 


Trouble with the ton and 
horsepower is that they are real 
rough. What counts in air con- 
ditioning, according to the ex- 
perts, is the amount of heat in 
terms of Btu's that the unit can 
remove. 12,000 Btu's are equal 
to one ton of cooling, but a one- 
ton air conditioner is only equal 
to 10,000 Btu’s. If it’s not a very 
good unit it will have even less 
cooling capacity even though 
it’s rated as a one-ton or one- 
horsepower unit. Our point is, 
therefore, that when you go out 
to select a particular unit, find 


vides the greatest number of 
Btu's of cooling for its tonnage 
or horsepower. :

Nanette Fabray’s Soap Opera Real Life 


Fame and Hard Knocks Mark Her Hectic Career; Break With Caesar Is New Turning Point

NEW YORK, April 23. 

MPRESSARIOS of the soap 
| opera could work up new 

lathers of emotion if they 
were to get their hands on the 
“true, poignant story” of Na- 
nette Fabray, queen of the TV 
screen. 

Compared to the 35-year saga 
of Nanette, Portia faces a slug- 
gish life. 

The Fabray story would 
start with the childhood bit, 
when “Baby Nanette” was put 
to work at the age of 3, never 
to stop—except for a brief 
respite in a mental hospital. 

Next would come the drive 
for a success she was not cer- 
tain she even wanted—the old 
story of beauty and the beast, 
bad luck. 

Later, the ironic touches: Nan 
becomes a famous singer, only 
to discover she is too deaf to 
hear her orchestra cues; Nan 
hungers for. marriage, and gets 
the dyspepsia of divorce. 

That would bring the soap 
opera writers up to date—to this 
present time in her life when 
Nanette is sitting quietly and 
modestly on a couch in her 
quiet and modest New York 
apartment, confessing that she 
is on the edge of a new Sse- 
quence. 

“Will Nanette really leave 
her TV husband, Sid Caesar, 
and will she find success on her 
own? 

On June 18, Miss Fabray con- 
firms, she will part company 
with Caesar, on whose show she 
has won nation-wide acclaim 
(and two TV “Emmy” awards) 
in the past two years. 

Ask her how she feels about 
the split with the comic, and 
she replies, “I’m still awfully 
sad. The way I look at it now, 
clinically and analytically, Sid 
has done more for me than any 
star I've ever worked with. But 
there comes a time when good 
business splits up the happiest 
of partners.” 

Ask how she feels about her- 
self, at this time of enforced 
decision, and she muses momen- 
tarily. Then says, “I'm pretty 
happy.” 

Long experience has proven 
that happiness is an easy come 
—easy go proposition in the 
life of this taut, sensitive 
woman who looks at least 10 
years younger than her 35. 
Friends fear the break with 
Caesar might bring a recur- 
rence of an old Fabray weak- 
ness—the feeling of insecurity. 

In one way, this insecurity is 
good. It has kept her unaffected 
and void of conceit. (“Even I 
could never convince Nan she 
is beautiful,” her ex-husband 
compains.) In another way, in- 
security has hurt. It has made 
her work too hard, worry too 
much, eat too little. 

Coupled with what she re- 
calls as “a general lack of di- 
rection and motive,” the inse- 
curity feeling pushed Nan into 
the nervous breakdown which 
put her out of action for nearly 
a year before she joined the 
Caesar show. 

“I’m still sad about breaking 
up with Sid, but it’s one part of 
my life I can’t talk to you 
frankly about,” said Miss Fab- 
ray, leaning forward to pat her 
dachshund—a small brown tok- 
en of security named Rover—as 
he bounced around her feet. 

They made a pact, she and 
Caesar, that they would not 
discuss details. 

Offers for both Broadway and 
TV roles have been bombarded 
upon Nanette’s agent. She 
doesn’t want to talk about 
those, either. In fact, she is 
not even considering them yet. 

“I have no qualms about talk- 
ing of anything else. I don't 
regret one good or bad thing in 
my life, and I wouldn’t change 
a single thing that has hap- 
pened,” she said. 

Nanette’s chief job on the 
Caesar hour is portraying the 
devoted, lively, tolerant wife. 
There is nothing she'd rather 
be, in realistic life, than that. 

“All my life, as long as I can 
remember, I just wanted to be 
married,” she said. “I wanted 
six children, four boys and two 
girls. Had it all figured out, 
very neat, like that. I was just 
sort of drifting along in show 
business till I got what I want- 
ed. As you see, I still am. 

“I was engaged to my child- 
hood sweetheart. Finally when 
I was 19, we went to Mexico to 
be married.” 

They discovered, Nan and 
her sweetheart Bob Sullivan, 
that they would have to wait a 
full day. Nan became fright- 
ened. They returned to Los 
Angeles to think it over, but 
from that point on they grew 
apart. 

“We reached the peak where 
either you get married or you 
don’t, and we didn’t. Howcan 
you explain it? It wasn’t my 
career, thoigh I had a pretty 
good one then. My career has 
never interfered with my 
hopes for a family.” 

Nanette came east then, and 
Bob remained in the west.

Seven years later, a big star, 
she did at last get married. 
But much as she loved him, 
she chose the wrong man. 

The hardest of a series of 
physical and emotional blows 
in Nan’s career came in 1951, 
when she was forced to admit 
that her marriage to David 
Tebets, once her press agent, 
had not worked out. 

Nanette can discuss the 
broken alliance calmly now, but 
in 1951 it was different.

This frightening experience 
climaxed Nanette’s divorce and 
preceded her next big assign- 
ment—playing the funny and 
cherished foil to Caesar on 
Monday night's “Caesar's 
Hour.” 

When she was offered the 
job of acting and singing oppo- 
site a man she greatly admired 
professionally, she was frankly 
scared. She told Caesar that 
she recently had come out of 
a hospital, that she was still a 
familiar figure on the psychia- 
trist’s couch, and that she was 
afraid her memory may have 
gone bad—that- she would fluff 
her lines and her songs.

They’ de- 
scribed what I have as ‘otoscler- 
osis’ (a hardening of the three 
small bones in the inner ear.)” 

She grins. “I still don’t hear 
very well, but it’s not desperate. 
I'm not going deaf.” 

Nanette has gone through 
much on the way to her present 
success: a dozen minor injuries, 
a nervous breakdown, a mar- 
riage casualty, 32 years of con- 
centrated work. It’s fortunate 
that her philosophy goes like 
this: 

“I'm just getting to the point 
where I can stand up for my- 
self. And I have a real enjoy- 
ment of life.

SALT LAKE CITY. 


HE trip here from New 
T York on Thursday was mar- 

velously smooth, and the 
night one of the most beautiful 
I've ever seen. With the moon 
and the stars shining brightly 
you could look down and see 
the ground even though we 
were 18,000 feet up. When we 
came into Denver the many 
colored lights made the city 
glitter, and flying over the 
mountains as we neared Salt 
Lake we could see the snow be- 
low us. 

We were inet by two devoted 
members of the American As- 
sociation for the United Na- 
tions, Mr. Skeen and Mr. War- 
shaw, even though it was one 
o'clock in the morning, and 
three o'clock by New York time. 
They took us straight to the 
Hotel Utah, and I awoke in the 
morning to the most glorious 
view of snow-capped mountains. 

The air is wonderful in Salt 
Lake City, and spring is much 
more evident than in New York. 
Nearly all the trees are in leaf, 
the grass is green and red tu- 
lips are blooming in the 
grounds around the great Mor- 
mon Taebrnacle.

I STARTED my day on the 
university campus at 9:30 a.m. 
addressing the model assembly 
put on by the high schools of 
the state of Utah. Every coun- 
try was represented, and one 
high school that had come in 
late was allowed to represent 
Japan and come in with an ap- 
peal for membership. 

This is the biggest model as- 
sembly I have ever seen from 
the view of numbers, and they 
also showed a great deal of in- 
terest.

All 
these activities are sponsored, 
of course, by the Utah Associa- 
tion for the United Nations. 
They have a large board, and 
Mrs. Vivian Snow, the chair- 
man, has certainly done a re- 
markable piece of work. Under 
her inspiration Mrs. Brewster 
had found homes that would 
take in both the advisers and 
the students who had come 
here for the model assembly, 
and though she is in the hospi- 
tal she has had her finger on 
all the arrangements.

THEN EVERYBODY ought to be understanding about 
them, and reasonable, too, and talk like experienced, mature 
pepple.

IT IS BETTER for the teacher to wait and clam down, 
to know that what upsets the day brings will look different 
in the light of tomorrow.

It is the nature of healthy active children to live freely, 
heedlessly and—we hope—happily.

THE WEDDING itself need 
not be an extravagant spectacle.

But it is 
a drama, in which the tradi- 
tional roles must be played with 
dignity and beauty by newcom- 
ers to the scene. For one thing, 
it is a drama of the transfer of 
allegiance. The bride enters 
the church on her father's arm; 
she leaves on her husband's 
arm. At the point in the cere- 
mony where’ her father gives 
her away, he is relinquishing 
his rights as well as his re- 
sponsibilities, and the groom 
assumes both.
